WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 30,— 
Charles Evans Hughes, carrying his 
gpeaking campaign into New Eng- 
land, tonight attacked the campaign 
arguments of Governor Smith and 
praised the qualifications of Herbert 
Hoover for the Presidency. 

His address before an overflowing 
¢rowd in Mechanic Hall touched 
mainly on the. tariff, economy, farm 
relief, water power and prohibition. 
He asked for a reasonable and calm 
examination by the voters. “The 
war of words is over,” he declared, 
“and the mud-slingers and wise- 
erack artists will shortly leave the 
etage.’’ 

As in other speeches he has given 
throiszhout the country, Mr. Hughes 
mentioned the “‘sham battle of pro- 
hibition’’ and expressed the belief 
that. the election of Governor Smith 
would seriously retard a satisfactory 
solution of the prohibition question, 
inasmuch as the country would not 
be satisfied that the law had had a 
fair trial under the enforcement pro- 
gram of a ‘“‘wet” President. Not 
until the coufttry at large believes 
the Jaw had had a falf test and found 
futile can the amendment be 
changed, he asserted. 


Fears ‘‘Worse’’ Conditions. 


“Governor Smith might raise his.

: WASHINGTON, Oct. 30:—Herbert 
Hoover has completed his fina] key- 
Tiote speech of the campaign, to be 
made in St. Louis Friday night. It 
will emphasize farm relief and in- 
land waterways, but it is doubtful if 
he will make any reference to an ex- 
tra session of the Seventieth Congress 
to be called, he has declared, in the 
event of his election, should the final 
session of the Sixty-ninth Congress 
fail to solve the agricultural problem. 

The speech will go to the printer 
tomorrow. According to Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s friends, it will probably be his 
most important utterante since: his 
speech accepting the nomination.

“Governor Smith is dealing with 
important questions in a dishonest 


fashion,’’ Mr. Garfield declared. 
“‘He is resorting to the old and time- 
worn trick of distorting his oppo- 
nent’s statements at every opportu- 
nity, lifting a sentence here and 
there from the context, then twisting 
it to give an entirely different mean- 
ing from that which Mr. Hoover 
intended. ‘ 

“Such methods cannot succeed. 
The people are followin the 
Speeches of the candidates in this 
campaign more carefully than ever 
before because the radio gives them 
the opportunity to do so. The Demo- 
cratic candidate cannot discredit Mr. 
Hoover by shouting ‘power trust’ 
and by deliberately misrepresenting 
his opponent’s view on the power 
issue.

Governor Smith, who came back to 
New York from Baltimore yesterday 
morning, will make his last out of 
town speech tonight at Newark. The 
end of 12,000 miles of campaigning, 
it will be his last direct bid for the 
fourteen electoral votes of New Jer- 
sey and a high point in his Eastern 
drive which culminates in Madison 
Square Garden on Saturday. 

To the industrial population of the 
East he is expected to offer what his 
friends hope will be new inducement 
for the support. of the Democratic 
ticket in an exposition of his stand 
on matters related to labor. Al- 


though he made no announcement | _ 


of the subject of his speech as. he 
worked upon it behind closed doors 
in his suite in the Biltmore Hotel 
yesterday, there were. indications 
that this would be his topic at least 
in part. He hes not discussed labor 
since his speech of acceptance. 
Views on Injunction Awaited. 


His own legislative record. on labor 
and the accomplishments of New 
York State in respect to workmen’s 
compensation, and factory and -wel- 
fare legislation are expécted to enter 
into his talk, but labor leaders are 
looking ahead particularly to the 
statement of his attitude on the use 
of the injunction in |ndustria) dis- 
putes. It is known that the candi- 
@ate has been urged to announce in 
stronger terms than he has pre- 
viously used his opposition to the un-. 
warranted use of such injunctions. 

Governor Smith will speak in, the 
Sussex Avenue Armory, where Her- 
bert Hoover, Republican candidate, 
spoke on labor. Like Mr. Hoover he 
also is expected to refer to the tariff 
and prosperity, stressing again his 
pledge to protect business, large and 
small, as well as the workingman 
and the farmer. The Governor also 
is expected to reiterate his stand on 
the Volstead law and the Eighteenth 
amendment, subjects which he has 
discussed throughout the East and 
which he will continue to emphasize 
until the end of the campaign. 

Hither at Newark or in New York 
he is expected to make a last protest 
on religious intolerance. Eastern 


leaders are eaperten to have told the 
candidate that the religious question 
has become the prime issue in the 
campaign. Governor Albert C. Rit- 
chie of Maryland publicly declared 
on Monday night that it was one of 
two foremost issues. If the Gover- 
nor refers to the matter again to- 
night, he will be doing so in the 
State where, according to the charge 
he made in his Baltimore speech, 
Republican leadérs have offered en- 
couragement to the. Ku Klux Klan.- 


Cheered by Eastern Reception. 


The Governor goes into New Jer- 
sey optimistic over the results of 
what he has termed “the battle of 
the Atlantic seaboard.”’ The greet- 
ings which he received from city 
crowds were more.enthusiastic every- 
where from Boston south to Balti- 
more than either he or his party had 
expected.

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Coolidge Holds Bensinede Situation Sound, 
With Prosperity. Averting Budget Deficit

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—President 
Coolidge believes business is on a 
stable, prosperous basis, and that 
prosperity in the country will in- 
crease tax returns, thus averting the 
threatened deficit in the budget dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. 

Business conditions were discussed 
in the Cabinet meeting today, reports 
made there showing, it was stated at 
the White House, the situation 
is fundamentally sound, with no in- 
dication of developments that would 
cause a setback, e President, sum- 
marizing these reports, said that the 
country is in better condition than 
it.was a year ago. 

The most impressive thing to him, 
it was stated, was that prosperity 
has continued despite: the national 
election, which usually causes a halt 
in business expansion. This year the 
contr has been the case, which 
led the. President to believe the coun- 
try is on a basis that cannot be 
easily. disturbed. 


The President hag been discussing. 
the situation: with General Lord, Di- 
rector’ of the Budget Bureau, and 
both have concluded that the busi- 
ness trend favors the return of suf- 
ficient Federal taxes to avert a 


deficit. Exports are very large, the 
President finds. : 

The President believes the revenues 
collected next March; which will re 
resent returns from business in this 
calendar year, will exceed all esti- 
mates, and that if the enses of 
the Government are kept down to a 
minimum there will be no danger of 
a deficit next June.

WASHINGTON, : Oct. 30:— Robert 
Lansing, who was Secretary of State 
under President Wilson for the entire 
period of American participation in 
the World War and during the Paris 
Peace .Conference, died at 4:20 
o’clock this afternoon at his resi- 
dence, 1,323 Highteenth Street, North- 
west. He was 64 years old. 

Mr: Lansing had suffered from 
diabetes for thirty years and more 
recently from a heart trouble, which 
was given as the cause of his death. 
For four weeks he had been confined 
to his residence’ by illness produced 
by an acute attack of myocarditis. 
He was conscious until near the end 
and showed keen interest in the 
Presidential campaign. 

At the bedside of the former Secre- 
tary of State when he died were his 
wife. the former Eleanor Foster, 
daughter of the late General John 
W. Foster, Secretary of State under 
President Benjamin Harrison, and 
his sisters, Miss Kate Lansing and 
Miss Emma Lansing of Ogdensburg, 
N. Y. — eet 

Bulletin Presaged His Death. 

That Mr. Lansing was dying was 
indicated in a statement issued at 
noon by his physician, Dr. Stérling 
Ruffin. It read as follows: 

“Mr. Lansing became acutely ill 
about four weeks ago, shortly after 
his return from his Summer home at 
Henderson Harbor, N,- Y. The name 
of the disease from which he is suf- 
fering ‘is myocarditis.: - 

“‘He has suffered from this disease 
for several years, but until the onset 
of his present illness not to an alarm- 
ing or disabling degree. His present 
condition is critical.’’

Was Waylaid, Police Think. 

LAKE BLUFF, Ill., Oct. 30 @.— 
Miss Elfrieda Knaak, saleswoman 
for a Chicago publishing company, 
was apparently the victim of an as- 
sailant who tried to burn her alive 
in the boiler room of the City Hall 
or was suffering from hallucinations 
which caused her to inflict the in- 
juries on herself. He rarms and legs 
were burned to the bone. 

The police formed a theory that she 
had been the victim of an assault 
and that her assailant had attempted 
to force her body into the furnace 
while she was unconscious.

@ pool of blood near the furnace and 
the bloody imprints of hands on the 
locked door leading out and on the 
furnace door. 

Miss Knaak attended the Univer- 
sity of Illinois from 1917 to 1918, the 
Summer session in 1920 of Michigan 
State Teachers College, Ypsilanti, 
Mich., and was enrolled in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago from 1921 to 1923. 

The janitor who found Miss Knaak 
identified her by means of a letter 
in a purse. The purse and a pair of 
shoes were her only belongings that 
were not burned. 

In the furnace the police found 
metal buttons, a few beads and other 
bits of material believed to have 
been part of her clothing. Her three 
brothers hurried to the Lake Forest 
Hospital but could throw no light on 
the mystery. They said the girl had 
no love affairs and when not at work 
spent most of her time quiefly at 
home. 

Lake Bluff is one of the smaller 
suburbs in the exclusive North Shore 
residential district and is located 
about thirty miles north of Chicago. 
The mystery caused a sensation in 
the district, where many socially 
prominent persons have their homes, 
and both the Lake Bluff village hall 
and the Lake Forest Hospital were 
surrounded by excited residents of 
the community.

SPIRITISTS PUZZLE JUDGE. 


German Court Defers Ruling on 
Ownership of “Post-Mortem” Poem. 


Wireless to Tam Nsw YorxK Tres. 

BERLIN, Oct. 30.—Judge Golzen 
was asked in the Berlin courts today 
to decide the ownership of a ‘‘spirit- 
ist’? poem. After the court had been 
repeatedly forced: to depart from its 
customary austere deportment in 
order to keep the -spiritists under 
control, it announced that a decision 
would not be given for ten days so 
as to permit further consideration. 

The case dates back eight years 
when Else Arnheim, a medium, gave 
a seance and claimed to have called 
the poet Ludwig Uhland, who died 
sixty years ago, back to earth. The 
“‘spiri of nd wrote a poem 
for the assemblage, and experts 
have since pronounced the wording 
worthy of the bard and the hand- 
writing to be genuine. Eugene 
George, the writer, claims the piece 
because the seance was held in his 
home. The medium says it resulted 
from the exercise of her powers. 

The strangest of all is that the 
sheet of paper on which the poem 
was written was found to have been 
torn from a notebook among the 
effects of Uhland. The medium says 
it was delivered after the ‘“‘spirit’’ 
had given the customary tapping 
signals and otherwise manifested its 
presence.

General McCoy Expects No Trouble 
at Nicaragua Elections.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Oct. 30.— 
Brig. Gen. McCoy, chief of the Elec- 
tion Board, and Colonel Johnston 
spent last night at Bluefields, hold- 
ing a conference with the American 
election. supervisors on the east 
coast. They returned to Managua 
today. 

General McCoy said the supervisors 
encountered no:trauble a regis- 
tration and expect the election on 
Sunday to be conducted in an orderly 
manner. He expressed entire satis- 
faction over conditions on the east 
coast. 

Tomorrow General McCoy expects 
to fly to Ocotal, stopping at the prin- 
cipal landing fields in the northern 
area. He is not disturbed over threats 
by General Sandino, the rebel leader, 
to terrorize voters in the northern 
he and keep them away from the 
polls. 

Both General McCoy and General 
Feland believe Sandino is eliminated 
as a factor in the election.. He is 
supposed to have been hiding in Hon- 
duras for many weeks, though his 
exact ‘whereabouts is unknown. It 
is also believed that he is no longer 
receiving money from sources outside 
of Nicaragua and that he is in finan- 
cial straits.

GAMBLING GRAFT. INDICATED 


Inquiry Takes Turn—*Sailor” Fried- 
man, Ex-Pugilist, Arrested 
Here as Fugitive. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.—Aroused 
by the Special Grand Jury’s present- 
ment recommending the dismissal of 
twenty-one police captains and in- 
spectors, Mayor Harry A. Mackey 
left a sick bed today to suspend the 
accused commanders and to promise 
a complete reorganization of the 
Police Bureau, scrapping the system 
consolidating ward and police dis- 
trict lines, which has been criticized 
by the Grand Jury as productive of 
wholesale graft. 

The program, which the Mayor said 
he had been planning. while District 
Attorney John Monaghan has been 
investigating the unexplained riches 
of police heads as allegedly linked 
with “rum ring’’ activities, calls for 
a new redistricting of the city that 
will have as its announced purpose 
the separation of the police from the 
possibility of control by the Republi- 
can ward leaders, 


A few months after the Mackey 
Administration began there was a 
return to the system of ward-line 
police districts that had been wiped 
out by Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler 
during his régime as Public Safety 
Director. This alignment, which was 
said to have given practically every 
ward leader a district commander of 
his own choice, was attacked by the 
Grand Jury yesterday as pernicious 
and graft-inducing. 

Mayor Mackey’s program calls for 
a-complete shake-up in the Police 
Bureau. He is planning wholesale 
promotions, demotions and transfers 
that may, it was hinted, force out 
every captain and inspector. In addi- 
tion, the districts will be changed 
and new regulations issued against 
any connection with politics. 


Will Follow Butler’s Principle. 


William B. Mills, Superintendent 
of Police, said the new system would 
not exactly coincide with that es- 
tablished by General Butler in his 
remodeling of the department four 
years ago, but that the ‘principle’ 
would be the same. 

The Mayor ordered the suspension 
of the lice heads and also of a 
City Hall detective, after an hour’s 
consultation with Harry C. Davis, 
Director of Public Safety, Superin- 
tendent Mills and two members of 
the Civil Service Commissioners. 

The three — and eighteen 
captains were then called into Mr. 
Mills’s office and formally notified 
of their suspension. They were in- 
formed that formal charges would 
be lodged against them before the 
Civil dervice Commission tomorrow 
and that their trials would start 
next Wednesday. 

Superintendent Mills later in the 
afternoon announced the temporary 
appointment of an acting inspector 
and fourteen acting captains to fill 
the vacancies left by the wholesale 
suspensions. Some of the accused 
commanders had been suspended 
previously. 

The Grand Jury reported that the 
twenty-one officers possessed bank 
accounts totaling. about $800,000, 
which most of them did not explain 
satisfactorily in testimony before the 
jury. 

Jury Looks Into Gambling. 


The Grand Jury’s investigation 
veered suddenly today to a consid- 
eration of gambling. The inquisitors 
began sifting reports that division 
political leaders and others even 
higher in. political influence had 
been silent backers in many of the 
enterprises. 

Special attention was directed to a 
lottery organization which, accord- 
ing to evidence presented to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, has piled up for- 
ery in cash, Bs cage ag = —— 
rom poor people in the city. ore 
than a dozen negroes who admit to 
having been “‘retail’’ dealers in the 
lottery scheme, have been questioned 
but they are not the real objectives, 
accordi to Mr. Monaghan. Four 
negro prisoners, including a former 
Republican division leader now serv- 
ing sentence in the county prison, 
were heard by the jury. 

‘‘We are romans, Mee gue highly im- 
portant things about this lottery 
business,’’ said Mr. Monaghan. ‘‘We 
may have something of. vital inter- 
est to give out in a day or so. In 
the meantime, we are seeking to 
learn what we can from those of 
the ‘ring’ who have fallen into our 
hands.’’ 

Mr. Mo: han said that the course 
of the inquiry had indicated a ‘‘pro- 
tection”’ graft link between police 
commanders and gamblers similar to 
that alleged in regard to bootleggers. 


Informed of Friedman’s Arrest. 


The Grand Jury was notified of the 
arrest. in New York of William 
(‘Sailor’) Friedman, former pugilist 
and alleged ‘“‘strong arm man’’ for 
Max (Boo Boo) Hoff, so-called ‘King 
of ‘ the .Philadelphia bootleggers.” 
Friedman came into notice here in 


the ‘‘racket’”’ investigation on Aug. 
29, a few days after the inquiry had 
been instituted. He is alleged on that 
date to have beaten Louis Elfman, 
a former ‘‘alcohol trailer’’ for Hoff. 
The following day, Elfman appeared 
before the Grand Jury and described 
his former affiliation with Hoff.

permitted to continue its investiga- 
tion in order that all the facts may 
be ascertained, 

The jury asserts. the opinion that 
it has only scratched at the surface 
of a deplorable situation of lack of 
std en uoroemnen gpa age oF ne 
police gamblers and gam £ 
concessionaires is said to exist in 
Pittsburgh and many other parts of 
Allegheny County. 

During its session the jury says it 
found that certain rsons, not 
named, could. place slot machines 
and gambling devices in establish- 
ments and be sure of police protec- 
tion. Others without this olegst 
protection would be raided on the 
slightest pretext of law violation, it 
is asserted. 

The Grand Jury charges that cer- 
tain liquor sellers could vend their 
wares and the rsons with whom 
they dealt could resell the liquor 
with reasonable surety of police pro- 
tection. 

Finds Vice and Liquor “Rings.” 

The ramifications of the various 
vice, gambling ©and bootlegging 
‘“vings” that have been permitted to 
operate with the full consent and 
protection of city and county police 
officials, according to the present- 
ment, are so broad and varied that 
the-Grand Jury admits it has “‘hard- 
ly begun to get the facts pertaining 
to a widespread violation of the laws 
in the city and county.” 

Three women are among those 
listed, and they had been summoned 
as witnesses in the investigation. The 
recommendations of the jury also in- 
clude investigation of Pittsburgh ga- 
rage owners, some of whom are 
charged with bags ce in collusion 
with the police in the towing conces- 
sions they hold. 

Immediately after the present- 
ments were made to Judge Drew, 
who ordered the investigation, the 
investigators. were ordered to return 
to the jury room and prepare the 
indictments.

Feted at Luncheon, Where He 
Describes His Conquest of 
the Holy Land. 


On the eve of his departure for 
England Field Marshal Viscount Al- 
lenby was féted at luncheon yester- 
day and later in the afternoon re- 
ceived the highest academic honor 
niversity. Chancellor 
Brown, conferring the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws on the con- 
queror of Palestine. hailed him as ‘‘a 
great figure in world religion,’’ . 

A procession of members: of the 
council and deans of New York 
University, from the_ reception -room 
to the rotunda of Gould Memorial 


: Library, preceded the ceremony at 


which the degree was conferred. Dr. 
John H. Finley presented the candi- 
date to Dr. George Alexander, Presi- 
dent of the University Council, who 
in turn presented the noted soldier to 
Chaneellor Brown. 

In his address of presentation Dr. 
Brown told the guest of honor that 
it was a welcome opportunity for 
the people of America to pay aca- 
demic tribute to the “‘last of the 
Crusaders,” and to promise him 
that civilization will see to its end 
the work which he had started ‘‘with 
so much genius.’’ 

‘You have wrought mightily as a 
soldier in South Africa and in 
France, and have added thereto your 
high services in a civil capacity in 
the land of the Nile,’’ Dr. Brown 
said. ‘But ag. -4 name for coming 
centuries will be linked with the 
sacred soil of Palestine. 


His Work After War Lauded. 


‘‘May yours, please God, be the last 
military conquest of Palestine. The 
world will not forget that yours was 
a double conquest, the first by arms, 
and the second by the might of ever- 
lasting love. The faiths that you 
found centring in Jerusalem ‘with all 
their sacred traditions, although at 
one in their. triumph over the 
ancient idolatries, are still implaca- 
ble in their hostility one to another. 
The spirit in which you conciliate 
their devotees is itself prophetic of a 
great work that civilization has yet 
to accomplish and in that work the 
universities of the world have a lead- 
ing part to play.’’ 

In acknowledging the high honors 
paid him, Lord: Allenby said that al- 
though he had been honored by many 
universities abroad he _ cherished 
above all the tributes paid to him in 
America. 

‘‘Receiving this honor will be, as 
far as I am concerned, an added 
bond between our two nations for 
peace,’’ he declared. 

Lord Allenby and his party were 
welcomed to the University Heights 
campus by a detachment of R. O 
T. C., who.fired a military salute at 
his approach. He then planted a tree 
in the same group as those planted 
by Generals Diaz, French, Joffre and 
Foch and Cardinal Mercier when 
they were guests of New York Uni- 
versity.

ON BOARD THE STEAMSHIP 
ELEANOR BOLLING, At Sea, Oct. 
80.—Sixty-five members of the Byrd 
Antarctic Expedition will be united 
for the first time within the next 
few days when the crews of the 
Eleanor Bolling, the supply ship of 
the expedition, and the flagship City 
of New York, will meet on the tropi- 
cal shores of Tahiti in the Society 
Islands. It willbe the largest gath- 
ering of expedition members. in the 

history of the organization. 

The Eleanor Bolling. tonight was 
only twenty miles from Papeete; the 
French settlemént on the west coast 
of the mountainous island. The 
barkentine City of New York, under 
canvas and steam, is nearing the 
Tuamatu Archipelago and should ar- 


rive at Papeete within the next two 
days. 

Captain Gustave V. Brown of the 
Bolling received orders from Com- 
mander Byrd today to wait for the 
City of New York in order that a 
transfer in radio supplies and per- 
Bonnel can be effected. 

“ Howard F. Mason, radio operator 
‘won the Bolling, who has been in 
charge of much of the radio con- 
struction work of the expedition, will 
go to the City »f New York. There 
he will have more time and facil- 
ities to complete extensive special 
®@quipment, including many_ portable 
@ets to be used on the ice with dog 
teams and planes and at the bases. 

With Malcolm P. Hanson, Chief 
Radio Engineer of the expedition, 
who is also on the Bolling, Mason 
has succeeded in maintaining effec- 
tive communication with the other 
ships in the Antarctic fleet and with 
shore stations, but this has left little 
time to work on the sets. 

There are three radio operators on 
the City. of New York and better 
working facilities. So, after com- 
munication with Commander Byrd, 
t was decided to transfer Mason to 

e sailing vessel. His place on 
board the Eleanor Bolling will be 
taken by W. Pctersen, now on the 
City of New York. 

L. V. Berkner and Lloyd Grenlie 
will stand most of the watches on 
the flagship while Mason supervises 
construction cf the equipment. A 
large amount of radio supplies will 
be transshipped with him. Captain 
Melville of the City of New York 
has offered every cooperation in or- 
der that this important equipment 
will be ready in time. 

The meeting of the crews in the 
South Pacific was wholly unexpected 
until the decision was reached yes- 
terday. The City of New York was 
originally scheduled to stop at 
Samoa for coal and water, that point 
being on the sailing route, but since 
circumstances brought both ships so 
close to Tahiti it was decided to 
have them meet there. 

The air has been full of radio- 
grams between members of both 
crews, all of whom are enthusiastic 
about the decision. The- chance 
meeting will bring together about 
ten members of Commander Byrd’s 
Arctic expedition of 1926, men who 
mever dreamed that they would 
meet again on a small island in the 
South Pacific in surroundings so 
different from the ice of Spits- 
bergen.

Origin of Break Seen in Paris. 


The differences between Mr. Lan- 
sing and President Wilson, which 
led to the latter’s demand for his 
Secretary of State’s resignation, 
had their foundation chiefly in 
questions arising out of the Paris 
Peace Conference. Secretary Lan- 
sing was one of the five American 
peace commissioners, the others 
being President Wilson, the. late 
He White, Colonel E, M. House 
and Gen. Tasker H. Bliss. 

A group portrait of the American 
Peace Commission painted in Paris 
gives an insight into the.conditions 
that prevailed in that body. The 
picture shows Secretary nsing, 
General: Bliss and Mr. White and 
Christian Herter, chief of Mr. Lan- 
sing’s secretariat, President Wil- 
son and Colonel House are not por- 
trayed. 

The point of having the group 
include only three of the. conimis- 
sioners was that President Wilson, 
with the counsel of Colonel House, 
conducted the more important ne- 
gotiations with the allied represen- 
tatives when the Versailles Treaty 
and the League of Nations Coven- 
ant were in the making, while Mr. 
Lansing and the other Commis- 
sioners were assigned to lesser 
tasks and seldom particivated in 
any conferences with the President.

A story was afloat in Paris at the 
time that President Wilson became 
deg ews over a visit of the King of 
he Belgians to Colonel House and 
that this was one of the funda- 
mental reasons for the break in the 
relations between the President and 
Colonel House,

ous to have the Peace Treaty con- 
tain a provision that in the dis- 
tribution of German reparations to 
the victorious allies, priority should 
be given to an amount nece:

Knowledge. of the break between 
President Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing became public property when 
the White House published the cor- 
respondence between the two leading 
to Mr. Lansing’s resignation from 
the Cabinet. Differences that devel- 
opened in the Paris Peace Confer- 
ence were referred to Mr. Wilson, 
but the chief cause of his demand for 
Mr. Lansing’s retirement was that 
Mr, Lansing had called meetings of 
the Cabinet during the President's 
serious illness without getting the 
President’s authority for that course.

Lansing’s Ancestors Were Promi- 
nent in Albany Before Revolution. 


When William Jennings Bryan 
suddenly resigned as Secretary of 
State under President Wilson, in 
1915, Robert Lansing, Counselor to 
the State Department, was placed at 
the head of the Cabinet by the Pres- 
ident. He served in the Cabinet from 
June 23, 1915, until. Feb. 18, 1920, 
during one of the most stormy and 
trying periods in American history, 

Robert Lanstng was diffident, a 
student, a man of fine tastes and 
culture, a keen sportsman and lover 
of the outdoors, a man of deep re- 
ligious convictions, generous, sympa- 
thetic and of simple habits and few 
hobbies. He was a diplomat and an 
a in international law. his 
intimates he was known as ‘Bert’ 
Lansing. 

The former Secretary’s ancestors 
were Dutch, families important in 
the’ affairs of New York State who 
established themselves at Albany 
more. than a century ago. His 
great-grandfather, John Lansing of 
Albany, was a delegate to the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1797 and 
was later the Chancellor of the State 
of New York. Long before the Revo- 
lution the.

ALBANY, Oct. 30.—Robert Moses, 
Secretary..of State, issued.today a 
compilation of the registration in this 
State. This shows 4,885,276 persons | 
eligible to vote on Tuesday. This is | 
an increase of 997,722 over the fig- 
ures of 1924. 

Only three counties in the State 
showed decreases—Cayuga, Schoharie 
and Yates. The increases in some 
counties run from one-tenth of 1 per 
cent. to more than 49 per cent. out- 
side of New York. Queens County 
shows an increase of 78 per cent. 

The compilation showed the num- 
ber of election districts was 8,267, of 
which 3,493 are in New York City 
and 4,774 are outside the city,

“WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 30.— 


_ he text of Charles Evans Hughes’s’ 


@peech here tonight was as follows: 
\ The war of words is drawing to 
@ close. The mud-slingers and the 
wise-crack artists will shortly leave 
the stage.

Where does my interest lie in

Which party has the poli- 
cies which will build up and -not 
tear down, which will promote con- 
fidence and thurt enhance pros-) 
perity and not retard it? Who is 
the better man in point of knowl- 
edge, experience, ‘training, ability 
and skill to deal with our prob- 
lems? Who is the man bést quali- 
fied to assumé’ the responsibilities 
and to meet the exacting require- 
ments of the greatest office in the 
‘world—the Presidency of the United 
States? 

' I believe that if one deals with 
those questions candidly, he will 
wote for Herbert Hoover.

The Republican rarty.can be de- 
_ pended upon-to maintain the policy 
of. protection to’ American indus- 
“tries by import duties which will 
‘safeguard American producers and 
wage earnérs from the competition 
of cheap foreign production. We 
recognize the difficulties which 
have confronted some of our in- 
dustries and we desire to see a 
recovery from depression wherever 
it exists. But this recovery will 
* not “be obtained by removing the 
safeguards ‘which now protect 
American industry. 


It ‘was well. said by Mr. Hoover: 
‘“‘Any change in the present policy 
sof protection would, without ques- 
tion, result in a flood of foreign 
textile products which would mean 
no less than ruin to New England 
industry, both manufacturers and 
workmen.’”’ And he added: ‘‘That 
our American textile industry and 
its workers need solid protection is 
clearly demonstrated by a compari- 
son of wages, and it must be re- 
membered that our most severe 
competition from abroad always 
comes in those types of cloth in 
which the element of labor repre- 
sents the chief item of cost.’’ 

The — in this campaign 
in relation to the policy of protec- 
tion are quite simple. Is it a sound 
oewg Is it a necessary policy at 
his time? That it is a sound policy 
is now admitted even by our op- 
ponents, They have no stomach 
for its discussion. The practical 
judgment of the American people 
has been formed on this subject 
and the Democratic candidate 
knows’ that he would have no 
‘chance if he came out in opposi- 
tion to it. 


Says Old Stock Arguments Are Refuted 


Tnat it is a policy which is es- 
sential to the maintenance and ex- 
tension of prosperity at this time 
is expressly admitted. Referring 
to the danger of a change in this 
policy, the spokesman for the 

mocratic management in this 
Campaign has said: ‘‘Any Ameri- 
Can, whether Democrat or Republi- 
‘can, who would advocate breaking 
down our walls against this danger 
invites national disaster. The tariff 
and immigration restrictions have 
become integral and necessary 
parts of our economic structure. 

Any tinkering with their estab- 
lished policy threatens perils no 
man can gauge.’’ 

“The results of the tariff policy of 
the Republican Administration have 
all but silenced its critics. The old 

Stock arguments against a pro- 
tective tariff have been refuted by 
experience. Notwithstanding the 
tariff on imports, our foreign trade 
has steadily increased. Under the 
Republican tariff we have had an 
ificrease of a billion dollars in our 
exports. Our imports have greatly 
increased. 

_As Mr. Hoover has said, every 
argument urged by our opponents 
against the increased duties in the 
Kepublican tariff act has been an- 
Swered by the facts. ‘it was con- 
t@nded that our costs of production 
would increase. Their prophecy 
was wrong for our costs have de- 
cfeased. They urged that the duties 
which were proposed would in- 
crease the price of manufactured 
gdods; yet prices have steadily de- 
creased.’’ 

"That is due to efficiency in pro- 
duction. The general prosperity has 
been. vastly increased by the enor- 
mous purchasing power that has 
Hen developed throughout the 
country. 

It is these. results which are so 
well known to our people that Gov- 
ernor Smith is most anxious to 
allay anxiety and to remove the 
féar of a change. But whose is this 
protective policy? Who have fought 
its battles? Who have established 
it? Who have opposed it? If it has 
worked so well, if it is so necessary 
at this time, why should its main- 
ténance be entrusted to those who 
have done their best to. defeat it? 


Governor Smith says that he will 
not ‘“‘advocate any sudden or dras- 
tic revolution in our economic sys- 
tem.’’ We do not desire any revo- 
lution in our economic system, 
whether it is sudden, drastic or 
otherwise. Who. is to determine 
what is or is not ‘‘drastic’’? Who 
will decide what is the ‘‘legitimate 
progress of business’’? Who will 
determine what is ‘‘embarrassing”’ 
to our industries and what is not? 

The battleground for forty years 
has been over the principles of pro- 
tection and the Democratic Party 
has always insisted that its ‘‘tariff 
for revenue only’’ or its tariff with 
incidental protection or its tariff 
to permit effective competition 
would be a good thing for business. 

Would they interfere with ‘‘any 
legitimate industry’’? They have 
raised their hands to heaven and 
have declared they would not. But 
it became apparent none the less 
that their policy was disastrous. 
The Democratic Party has always 
pledged fairness to allinterests. But 
we do not trust their opinion upon 
what is fair. Their past rform- 
ances have shown a faulty judg- 
ment. 

Who is to determine what is fair 
to all interests—those who believe 
in the policy of a protective tariff 
or those who do not?

Discusses “Impartial” Tariff Commission 


Governor Smith says that no 
changes will be made in the tariff 
*fexcept specific revisions in spe- 
cific schedules each considered on 
its own merits on the basis of in- 
vestigation by an impartial tariff 
commission and a careful hearing 
before Congress of all concerned.”’ 

Who will appoint the ‘‘impartial 
commission?’ Who will decide 
upon the persons that are ‘‘im- 
partial?’’ Are they to be theoretical 
students with leanings toward a 
tariff for revenue only? Are they 
to be practical business men? 

Do you recall the tariff views of 
the members ofthe first tariff 
commission appointed by President 
‘Wilson? Was that an example of 
an ‘‘impartial’’ tariff commission, 
whose members, as I understand it, 
‘were largely opposed to a protec- 
tive tariff or favored a lower tariff? 

Who are those in Congress :who 
are to hold the promised hearings? 
Does Governor Smith have in mind 
the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives and 
the principles to which they are 
believed to adhere? What a spec- 
tacle is presented of these old- 
time free traders who believe in a 
tariff for revenue. only holding. 
themselves down by a severe self- 
restraint so as to give an ‘‘im- 
partial’ judgment on tariff. sched- 
ules and maintain the Republican 
policy of protection? 

“Impartial” and  ‘‘scientific’’ 
dealing with the tariff is an ideal. 
which because of the division which 
exists as to principles: we are far 
from attaining. in practice. Con- 
gress will determine what is to be 


done and the members will be 
guided in dealing with it not by 
‘impartiality’? but by the policies 
He which members of Congress be- 
eve. 
Governor Smith says that he has 
received «telegrams from many 
members of Congress assuring him 
that these members support him in 
his position on the riff. The 
significant. thing about that state- 
ment is that Governor Smith found 
it nécessary to'’ask for assurances. 
You do not have to ask for as- 
‘surances from the Republican mem- 
bers of Congress at they will 
support the policy of protection. 
Nor do we Know precisely what 
these assurances-are which Gov- 
ernor Smith has received. I should 
like to cross-examine some of these 
Democratic members of Congress 
who have telegraphed Governor 
Smith and find out just where they 
stand. I think we should find that 
their principles are precisely what 
they have been before. These as- 
surances are like the promises to 
be fair to all interests. It depends 
upon what you mean by fair. For 
that we have to consult the Dem- 
ecratic dictionary, which has a 
political significance of its own. 
The test of the rosition of the 
Democratic Party is found not in 
telegrams but in the party _plat- 
form. - If Smith were elected, the 
Democrats in Congress would point 
to the. party platform as_showing

Examines Democratic Party's Tariff PI Plank 


There are three points that I 
wish to emphasize in connection 
with the tariff planks of the Dem- 
ocratic platform. First, it declares 
for a reduction of certain tariff 


rates. It calls them ‘‘monopolistic 
and extortionate.’’ But we don’t 


know what these rates are. The 
Democratic Party may think rates 
extortionate which others believe 
are essential to adequate protec- 


tion. 

So this is the ‘‘alibi,’’ as Gover- 
nor Smith would say. All the 
Democratic members in Congress 
have to do in assailing any rate is 
to say that it is ‘‘extortionate’’ and 
then point to the party platform on 
which Governor Smith stands. The 
point is that one part of their plat- 
form is reduction and we have no 
reason for confidence in their judg- 
ment ag to what they will reduce. 

‘Another int is that the Demo- 
cratic platform says that the ‘‘ac- 
tual difference between the cost of 
production at home and abroad, 
with adequate safeguard for the 
waze of the American laborer, 
most be the extreme measure of 
eve tariff rate.’’ Note the 
words, ‘‘extreme measure.”’ Here 
is no whole-hearted acceptance of 
the protective policy. We can see 
them looking at it askance. The 
difference in the cost of production 
with adequate safeguard for 
American labor is the ‘‘extreme 
measure.’” Have they in mind 
other measures which are not ‘‘ex- 
treme’’ and which they would like 


to apply? 

It is not difficult to find out what 
their policy really is. For the 
Democratic platform. declares in 
the words preceding this reference 
to ‘‘extreme measure’’ that Demo- 
cratic tariff legislation will be 
based on the policy of ‘‘duties that 
will permit effective competition.’’ 

That, as Governor Smith would 
say, “lets the cat out of the bag.’’ 
This effective competition, if it is 
to be secured, as the platform says, 
by duties on importations, must be 
through the introduction of foreign 
goods. If these goods are to com- 
pete, they must compete with 





American production. If this com- 
petition is to be ‘‘effective,’’ then 
it must be successful. 

So we.are treated to the prospect 
of a change in duties which will 
permit ‘the introduction of cheap 
foreign products to compete with 
American products. . This was the . 
principle of the Underwood Tariff 
act to which Governor. Smith inno- 
cently referred, to the great dis- 
tress of his campaign manager. 

It has been the principle of ear- 
lier Democratic tariff bills. It is 
the Bc a0 to which the Demo- 
cratic Party is committed and to 
which Governor Smith, standin 
upon that platform, is committed. 
an a. Sag what ~_ isto 

e a e any camp: prom- 
ise that is inconalatent vias it? 

Considering the difficulty in ob- 
taining a commission which Demo- 
ecrats and Republicans alike would 
consider to be ‘‘impartial,”” or in 
having the recommendations of a 
commission accepted by Congress, 
which has its own way with iff 
matters, to which should the 
greeter importance be attached? 

io what Governor Smith says in 
his speeches or to what the Demo- 
cratic pegs says, which declares 
the policy of his party? So far as 
“log rolling’’ is concerned, you will 
have it just as much in framing a 
Democratic tariff as a Republican 
tariff. But between the parties 
there is a historic difference in 
principle, and this will come out 
in tariff proposals and tariff bills, 
commission or no commission. 

I can imagine nothing more fool- 
ish than for one who believes in 
the principle of protection, who 
recognizes the fact that his busi- 
ness, his wages, the security of his 
farm, his factory and his home, de- 
pend upon the maintenance of the 
Republican policy, to support the 
Democratic ticket in the confidence 
that bitter opponents of this policy 
have become its ardent friends. 
They will seek to perform their 
surgical operation on the tariff, and 
if the patient dies they will still 
insist that he ‘‘died cured.’’ 


The Problem of Pablic Expenditures 


The bane of our country is ex- 
travgance in public administration. 
The margin between the demands 
of sound governmental enterprise 
and the amount expended through 
incompetence and unnecessary out- 
lays widens with every expansion 
of governmental activity. We need 
the standards of New England 
thrift, and the nation has been very 
fortunate in having a distinguished 
son of New England to maintain 
these standards in the Federal Ad- 
ministration. 


It is easy for parties to promise 
economy. They all do it. But it 
is most difficult to practice what 
is preached. Rarely, if ever, in 
the history of our country has such 
an example been given of economy 
in Government as that afforded by 
the Administration of President 
Coolidge. Here again the questions 
are very simple. Is economy de- 
sirable? No one will dispute it. 
No one wishes to starve the neces- 
sary work of Government, That 
work will inevitably expand with 
our population and its increasing 

needs, But the pressure for econ- 
omy must keep pace with the pres- 
sure for spending public money. 

What is the record of Governor 
Smith? He points with pride to 
what has been accomplished in the 
State of New York. But I hardly 
think that his best friends would 
say that his achievements have lain 
in the direction of an economical 
administration. In New York the 
expenses for general purposes in 
1919 amounted to something over 
seventy-eight million dollars and 
under the budget for next year 
they amount to about two hundred 
and thirty-two million dollars. 

How would you like that in Mas- 
sachusetts? at are the condi- 
tions in these two States which 
-create such an extraordinary dif- 
ference? Now, I am not talking 
about — of expenditures. 
They may be worthy enough. The 
test of an economical administra- 
tion is in its success in meeting 
pais sad demands without inordinate 
ou - Whatever explanation 
Governor Smith may have, and I 
have not found him to be accurate 
and satisfactory in his financial 
criticisms and explanations, the re- 





sults of his administration in New 
York do not recommend him as 
qualified to be on in charge of the 
financial administration of the 
Federal Government. 

We have in the Federal Admin- 
istration a highly efficient organ- 
ization for economy which is ac- 
tually in operation. It affords pro- 
tection against spendthrifts. It has 
utilized the powers of resistance 
to demands on the Federal Treas- 
uary. But it has served to excite 
Governor Smith to ridicule instead 
of admiration. What would hap- 
ge if these barriers were let down, 
f this organization in its full in- 
tegrity and efficiency were not 
maintained? 

Governor Smith tells us that real 

economy can be had in the reor- 
ganization of the Federal Govern- 
ment. I am strongly in favor of 
the reorganization of governmental 
activities in order to bring about a 
better coordination. This is a re- 
form in which Mr. Hoover is most 
deeply interested. He knows all the 
conditions intimately and if any 
one can overcome the obstacles to 
the reform he can. ; 
I have had something to do with 
this question ge and I can say 
that I do not think Governor Smith 
has any idea of what is involved in 
the task. But paper reorganiza- 
tion will not give economy. The 
economical administration in the 
Federal Government has been 
through the work of the Bureau of 
the Budget. An executive who is a 
free spender and who treats with 
contempt such faithful servants as 
Gene Lord could not be depend- 
ed upon to secure an economical 
administration, either with or with- 
out reorganization. 

If there were nothing else in this 
campaign, I consider this reason 
enough not to put Governor ‘Smith 
in office. He does not present such 
rhigee quace tone for the of- 
fice o esident of the United 
States that we should take any risk 
in the administration of the fiscal 
affairs of the Government.

Sees No Advantage 


What advantage is there in the 
Government going into that busi- 
ness in this way when it can have 
complete control of capitalization, 
rates and service of those who’do 
go into that business?

Insists Prohibition 


The real issues of the campaign

District Attorney Calls Witnesses 
Before Chief Magistrate—Bath

Thirty-five more indictments for 
illegal registration were voted yester- 
day by the New York County addi- 
tional Grand Jury, which heard evi- 
dence gathered by George Z. Meda- 
lie, Special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, and his staff. In Brooklyn the 
Grand Jury returned two indict-" 
ments 

Forty of the 101 indictments re 
turned by the Manhattan Grand Jury 
on Monday were handed up during 
the day to Judge Morris Koenig in 
General Sessions and bench warrants 
were issued for the arrest of those 
named. Meanwhile a separate in- 
vestigation of alleged illegal registra- 
tion was being made by District At- 
torney Banton and Chief Magistrate 
William McAdoo, and several wit- 
nesses were questioned. 

While no names were revealed in 
connection with the new indictments 
in Manhattan, it was learned that 
the evidence submitted dealt with al- 
leged frauds in the Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth and Ninteenth Assembly Dis- 
tricts in Harlem and the north end 
of the borough. It was learned that 
nine of the new indictments involved 
persons who had registered from a 
Harlem hotel. It was alleged that 
they had not been residents of the 
district for the required period of 
time. It was also learned that sev- 
enty of the 101 indictments voted on 
Monday were for persons who had 
registered from one Turkish bath es- 
tablishment in Harlem. 


To Tell of Registry Frauds. 


The witnesses yesterday included 
about ninety men and women lodging 
house keepers, election officials and 
policemen. Most of the charges were 
said to involve registration by per- 
sons who gave addresses at which 
they were not known. 

The bench warrants issued by 
Judge Koenig were turned over to 
detectives of Inspector Coughlin’s 
staff for the arrest of those named. 
Because most of these persons are 
understood to be “‘floaters,’’ it is be- 
lieved the detectives will have con- 
siderable difficulty in tracing them. 

Mr. Medalie and his staff will con- 
tinue presentation of fraud evidence 
to the additional Grand Jury this 
week and will seek a total of 200 in- 
dictments in Manhattan.

ROOSEVELT URGES 
REFORM OF COURTS 


Norrthee ip Bronx Suggests an ‘ 


Inquiry Leading to ‘Change 
in the Procedure. 


ATTACKS DELAY AND COST 


Investigation Should Be Made by 
Committee Named by Governor, 
, to Force Action, He Says. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, expounded a 
plan for reVision of the State’s judi- 
cial system to eliminate excess costs 
and delays in his speech last night 
before a large audience in Hunt’s 
Point Palace in the Bronx. He has 
spoken previously on water power, 
farm relief and the revision of haat 
and town government. 

. After reviewing the defects of the 
present system, Mr. Roosevelt said 
the first step toward its improve- 
ment was the appointment of a fact- 
finding commission by the Governor 
to determine what causes delay and 
expense, which courts are most 
crowded and which cases never should 
have been brought to court. Recog- 
nizing that study has already been 
done on the problem by the courts 
themselves and voluntary organiza- 
tions, he said the State needed co- 
ordination of figures already com- 
AES and further information and 
action by a body represe 
State itself. nue eae 


Judges and lawyers should serve on 
this commission, he continued, but it 
should also include men and women 
from civil life to obtain a cross- 
section of public opinion. With the 
work already accomplished in this 


field by voluntary organizations, h 
said the commission ahanad make its 
report within a year. 


Subjects Suggested for Inquiry. 
Mr. Roosevelt suggested investiga- 
tion leading to ‘reduction of jury 
trials, elimination of perjury, stricter 
examination into the ethics of certain 
members of the bar, elimination of 
ambulance chasing, elimination of 
dilatory motions, devising of new 
methods to handle thousands of 

cases by administrative tribunals. 
On the criminal side, he suggested 
study of Governor Smith’s sentencing 
plan, overhauling of the prison labor 
system, classification of prisoners, 
reform of the system by which short-| 


term prisoners are kept in county | 
jails, establishment of a State-wide 
detective service, establishment of 
minor criminal courts to take over 
the criminal jurisdiction of Justices 
of the Peace, extension of the State 
Criminal Identification and Statistics 
Service, revision of the pen=1 code to

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E WAS BORN in Iowa at the foot of the longest ladder thar 
spunk ever climbed. 


His father was a Quaker blacksmith, and:at ten he was a 
homeless orphan in a ‘frontier town. 


Lincoln at that age, at least had his log cabin, his crust and a 
mother of sorts. And Jackson still played with toys.

As a critic of his country Mr. Mc- 
Evoy is already well established. In 
his previous revue sketches in his 
several plays, in his recent ‘‘Show 
Girl,”” he has always had as his 
prime objectives the various absurdi- 
ties that combine to make up Amer- 
ican life. In the new ‘‘Americana,”’ 
revealed last night at the Mansfield 
Theatre, he comes forward with a 
reasonably bright and generally en- 
tertaining revue along these now 
familiar lines. If occasionally the 
various sketches tread paths aiteady 
a bit worn, Mr. McEvoy has only 
himself to blame. It was, in large 
— he himself who beat the 
rail. 

There are, it seems, only so many 
heads that can be hit in this land— 
even by the most searching of social 


d,|satirists. Thus the chief targets of 


“Americana” are the radio and its 
various manifestations, the talking 
pictures, Sig business, the subways, 
Chicago and its gunmen, tabloids, 
upper berths, the late trend toward 
literary prize fighters. All of these 
are mixed up, frequently to good 
purpose, in the new revue. The re- 
sult, as has been said, is frequent 
entertainment, but over it all rests 
the shadow of familiarity. One new 
note, however, seemed to creep tim- 
idly into the show from time to time. 
‘“‘Americana’’ occasionally kids the 
revue form, and when it does that 
it is at its best. 


The note of satire is carried into! 


several of the musical numbers, and 
the opening number was particularly 
successful in its spoofing of the show 
world. Following the prevailing cus- 
tom, Mr. McEvoy’s company includes 
a contingent from Harlem who con- 
tribute speed, variety and, occa- 
sionally, melody. A good prere num- 
ber called ‘‘Chain Gang”’ is permitted 
to go on a little too long for its own 
good, and on one or two other occa-

Seems miles from everye 
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SMITH AT BALTIMORE. 


Wholly aside from the remarkable 
popular demonstrations of interest 
in Governor SMITH, as he has gone 
from -city to city, his campaign 
speeches have had one unusual 
merit. They have stirred discussion 
. a3 have few addresses of the kind 
in recent years. People may not 
egree with him, At all events, they 
are roused by him. A great service 
which he has done in this election 
is to bring about more real political 
debating than we have had for 
years. It extends to all classes and 
coctions. This is partly due to the 
personal quality which Governor 
©MITH puts into his speaking, but 
more to the subjects which he has 
boldly treated before vast audiences. 

If his effectiveness as a cam- 
paigner has seemed to be height- 
ened in his latest speeches, this 
may be due to the fact that he has 
finally induced a few Republicans 
to argue with him. It requires that 
kind of clash of mind to bring out 
the best that is in the Governor. 
Of him it may be said, as it was 
of GLADSTONE, that his attack is 
forcible but his reply is terrible. 
Secretary Hoover has_ sedulously 
avoided joining issues with Gov- 
ernor SMITH. Seemingly it has 
been the deliberate policy of the 
Secretary of Commerce never to 
mention his opponent by name. But 
Senator BorAH, who is also a de- 
bater by instinct, could not thus 
keep at a distance, nor could Mr. 
HuGHeEs. And, as it happens, they 
have given Governor SMITH the real 
joy of combat, and have furnished 
aim with material for some of his 
most telling retorts. 

This stood out conspicuously in 
Governor SMITH’S speech at Balti- 
more on Monday evening. Never 
was he more searching in the ex- 
amination of an adversary’s posi- 
tion, never did he display a greater 
swell of soul in indignation at op- 
posing doctrines, than in his re- 
joinder to Mr. HUGHES on prohibi- 
tion. It was a strategic subject, no 
doubt, for the Governor to bring 
forward in Maryland, but his treat- 
ment of it had a range covering the 
whole country. He rudely chal- 
lenged the assumption of Mr. 
HUGHES that the prohibition laws 
are so intrenched in Constitution 
end statute, so buttressed by ju- 
dicial. decisions, that they can never 
be altered or repealed. With a fine 
glow the Governor asked if the 
people were ready to accept from a 
distinguished public leader such a 
pitirul admission of the inability of 
the American democracy to.-deal 
with a great moral and social ques- 
tion as it sees fit from time to time, 
changing its mind when. circum- 
stances and unforeseen consequences 
call for it. Governor SMITH did not 
say so, but the attitude toward. pro- 
hibition adopted by Mr. HuGues is 
of the same mental type as that of 
Americans. who before the Civil 
War contended that human slavery 
was embedded in the Constitution 
and the laws of the land, and up- 
held by the Dred Scott decision of 
the Supreme Court, so that it was 
forever beyond -the reach of .re- 
formers. We know what happened 
to that plea in the course of time. 
Goyernor SmitnH is quite right in 
raaintaining that if a settled ma- 
jority of the American people stead- 
fastly desire to have a. given law 
enacted or repealed, they will find a 








way to cause their will to be 
obeyed. 

As a fitting climax to his Balti- 
more speech, Governor SMITH once 
more arraigned religious bigotry in 
biting terms, and poured out scorn 
and ridicule upon that secret aid of 
the Republican campaign, the Ku 
Klux Klan. It is stated that Mr. 
HOoveR will ignore the charge that 
the Republican committee is avail- 
ing itself of this kind of support, 
provided it comes without any for- 
mal or official connection, and in 
the dark. The intimation is that 
Senator BoraAu is to be put up to 
reply. If he is, he will undoubt- 
edly in his turn get a reply from 
Governor SMITH. The issue itself 
is so contemptible, so furtive, so 
sneaking, so abhorrent to every true 
American instinct that it cannot be 
dragged to light except to be 
stamped upon. 


WHEN AUGURS DISAGREE. 


Since the witches danced about 
the caldron in “ Macbeth,” no more 
numerous and unrelated ingredients 
have been cast into a stew than into 
the pot of political bouillabaisse 
which The New York Telegram of- 
fered to its readers yesterday. The 
soup was made of a collection of 
political prophecies by “‘ experts” of 
various degrees and shades. ‘“ The 
predictions made,” we are assured, 
“are exceedingly tentative,” and 
Professor CHARLES E. MERRIAM of 
the University of Chicago (having 
had personal experience as a candi- 
date) saw to it that the exceeding- 
ness of his tentativity should be 
clearly understood, remarking: 
“Huge new vote and many cross- 
“currents make any forecast mere 
“ guess.” 

The wiser political necromancers 
refused even to offer a tentative 
opinion, for it takes a long time to 
make a reputation as a prophet and 
only one bad guess to lose it. Never- 
theless, many came forward, and 
their general caution and differences 
of opinion will throw the average 
reader into a state of high mystifi- 
cation. He has already been suffi- 
ciently confused by the absence of 
logic in reported betting odds which, 
conceding SMITH an even chance in 
New York and an advantage in 
Massachusetts, yet quote 4% to 1 
against him in the nation. 

A Texas seer, tabulating in the 
heart of Democracy, gives the vic- 
tory to SMITH, but so do two kin- 
dred crystal-gazers at Yale and 
Pittsburgh University. The Boston 
Transcript’s veil-crasher chooses 
HOOVER, as does a brooding Califor- 
nia expert, but at the Women’s Col- 
lege of North Carolina the emer- 
gence of SMITH seems clear. A very 
modest Hoover majority of four 
electoral votes is the best tentative 
vision which comes to The Tele- 
gram’s own expert. Few are so con- 
fident as one of the statistical magi- 
cians employed by The New York 
Herald Tribune who is certain of a 
minimum of 291 for the Republican 
candidate. 

The symposium is characterized 
as “notabie” for its division of 
opinion and the wariness of most of 
the contributors. It is perhaps more 
notable for the fact that any of 
those solicited ventured to be quoted 
at all. 














MR. LA FOLLETTE’S STATEMENT 


Senator LA FOLLETTE is faithful to 
his father’s theory that “‘ Progressive 
principles” are best advanced by 
the support in Congress of an in- 
creasing number of Senators and 
Representatives.

Mr. LA FOLLETTE doesn’t come out 
flatly for Mr. SMITH, as Mr. NorRIs 
and Mr. BLAINE have done. He does 
directly oppose Mr. Hoover. He 
finds Governor SMITH, by his pub- 
lic declarations, “in substantial ac- 
cord with” the five main Progres- 
sive policies, water power, farm re- 
lief, labor injunctions, corruption in 
the public service, ‘“‘ abuse of Presi- 
dential power in Nicaragua.” The 
position of the Democratic Party on 
these questions or any questions is, 
of course, unsatisfactory to Mr. La 
FOLLETTE, who can stand only on his 
own platform. Governor SMITH’S 
position satisfies him. If Mr. Hoo- 
VER is elected, the salvation of the 
American people will be found, as 
usual, in the hands of the Progres- 
sives of whatever label in Congress, 
fighting the reactionary HOOVER as 
they have fought his reactionary 
predecessor. 

If Governor SMITH is elected and 
tries to carry out his promises, not 
on regular Democratic Congressmen 
but on the same indispensable and 
undaunted Progressives will the 
American people depend for the ful- 
filment of those promises.

HOSPITALS AND HEALTH. 


Two measures of unusual im- 
portance are pending before the 
Board of Aldermen. Both have al- 
ready passed the Board of Estimate 
branch of the Municipal Assembly. 
One provides for the consolidation 
of city hospitals, the other reor- 
ganizes the Board of Health, 
The new Department of Hospitals, 
when established, will bring under 
one administration institutions now 
scattered among the Department of 
Public Welfare, the Department of 
Health and the “ Trustees of Belle- 
vue and Allied Hospitals.” The 
head of the new department is to 
be known as the Commissioner of 
Hospitals, and will have an ad- 
visory council composed of repre- 
sentatives from the medical boards 
of the various institutions under his 
jurisdiction. The other bill sets up 
a modernized Board of Health. It 
will consist of the Commissioner of 
Health, its President; a Commis- 
sioner of Sanitation, whose job is 
to be defined later; the Director of 
the new Department of Hospitals 
and two additional members ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. 

Mayor WALKER, Dr. HARRIS, Con- 
troller Berry, other city officials 
and the consultants from the Acad- 
emy of Medicine are all entitled to 
credit for working out this reorgani- 
zation plan. It is not the first time 
that the Mayor has shown his in- 
terest in the hospitals. As Mr. 
HOMER FOLKS remarked when the 
teatative plan was under discussion 
last Summer, the Mayor and his col- 
leagues in the Board of Estimate 
have from the first made “ generous 
“appropriations for rehabilitation 
“and new construction.” They 
“faced the facts and acted coura- 
“‘ geously.”” They were naturally es- 
pecially interested in the economies 
which might flow from a better co- 
ordinated hospital system. Dr. HArR- 
RIS, while he was Health Commis- 
sioner, was particularly impressed 
with the antiquated structure of the 
Board of Health, which virtually 
controlled his department. If the 
reorganization project goes through, 
the board will deal more with the’ 
sanitary code and problems of joint 
interest to the several departments, 
leaving the commissioners as their 
administrative heads. When the 
plans were first announced they met 
with some criticism, aimed rather at 
detail than at the general principles 
involved. It is understood that many 
of these criticisms have been met 
in the legislation now pending. 








PARKS IN POLITICS. 


Mr. FRANKLIN ROOSEVELT did well 
in choosing Long Island as the 
place in which to review Governor 
SMITH’S record in promoting the ac- 
quisition and development of State 
parks. It is there that the Gover- 
nor’s program has met with the 
most persistent opposition. Wealthy 
property owners, blinded to their 
own interests as well as disdainful 
of the interests of the public, did 
what they could to bring political 
pressure to bear to block the park 
program. In particular they fought 
the efforts of the Long Island Park 
Commission to acquire lands for 
parks and parkways. But the Gov- 
ernor, as was his wont, gave vigor- 
ous support to the commission, and 
did what he could to frustrate Re- 
publican attempts to block the nec- 
essary appropriations. 

It is not necessary at this time 
to reopen the old wounds. The Park 
Commission triumphed, and partisan- 
ship has not been altogether suc- 
cessful in delaying the Long Island 
park projects. One of the reasons 
for this may be the fact that the 
land owners are beginning to un- 
derstand that their original op- 
position was short-sighted. Experi- 
ence is showing that their fears that 
the parks and parkways) would re- 
sult in a great increase in tres- 
passing are unfounded. A#was ap- 
parent to thoughtful persons from 
the start, the chief reason for the 
constantly increasing trespassing 
was the lack of suitable parks and 
playgrounds open to the public. Now 
that these are being provided, people 
are taking the line of least resis- 
tance—which is to follow the main 
highways to the parks which are 
theirs to use as they choose. 

Mr, ROOSEVELT’S understanding of 
the Governor’s park program is 
such that he can be depended upon, 
if elected, to carry it out in full 
sympathy and vigor. He ‘knows 
that the fight is not yet won. Many 
Republican candidates for the Leg- 
islature will be reluctant to facili- 
tate the extension of the park sys- 
tem, They will camouflage their 
opposition under the plea of econo- 
my. But the Democratic candidate 
for Governor knows as well as does 
Governor SMITH—and most of the 
Republican legislators—that expen- 
ditures for parks and parkways are 
akin to investmenis for the improve-: 


penditures. “The sooner ‘they are 
made the less the cost to the State. 
It is encouraging to be assured that | |

THE OPERA SEASON. 

Elections come and go, candidates 
for the Presidency rise and fall, but 
the great social and cultural inter- 
ests of the country flow on like the 
brook forever. The Metropolitan 
Opera Company begins its season— 
the twenty-first under the direction 
of Mr. GATTI-CASAZZA—with every 
appearance of assured prosperity. 
In the prospectus emphasis is placed 
upon four novelties that will be pro- 
duced. Two are in German, of which 
the music of one is by RICHARD 
STRAUSS, and two in Italian. In the 
list of operas to be given there are 
also three “ revivals,” but, of course, 
the standard repertory will remain 
very much as in previous years. The 
management again calls attention to 
its hospitality toward American 
singers. Apparently a larger num- 
ber of them are included in the com- 
pany this year than ever before. 
This marks a distinct change in the 
policy of the Metropolitan, and is to 
be welcomed, although some of the 
newcomers have still to make good 
their own claim to be welcomed as 
artists of the highest merit. 

In any allusion to opera in New 
York nowadays, architecture always 
breaks into art. The bright hopes 
recently held out of a new opera 
house, better fitted in itself for the 
production of grand opera than is 
the present building, and more wor- 
thy of the wealth and taste of the 
metropolis as a conspicuous struc- 
ture, seem to have faded for the 
time. But it is reassuring to know 
that the project has not been 
dropped. Discussions of the most 
available site are still animated, and 
the finances of the undertaking have 
naturally to be considered seriously. 
But if there were no other motive, 
dissatisfaction with present condi- 
tions would ultimately force a flight 
from the unimpressive and inade- 
quate opera house now occupied by 
the. IMfetropolitan Company. One 
would expect that the increasing 
number of American music lovers 
who have seen the fine edifices 
which house opera in Europe would 
alone intensify the demand for a 
building in this city which would 
come somewhere near representing 
the increasing devotion of Ameri- 
cans to music, and also the recog- 
nized achievements and glories of 
American architecture. 





VARIETIES OF CENSORSHIP. 


Some remarkably sensible thoughts 
were uttered at the meeting of the 
Church and Drama Association on 
Monday. Representatives of both 
spoke to the 600 members on censor- 
ship. Instead of quarreling about 
it, as even two almost-agreed groups 
may easily do by splitting hairs, 
they displayed considerable evidence 
of unanimous good sense. Dr. HARRY 
EMERSON FOSDICK said as frankly as 
possible that censorship is useless 
in trying to clean up the theatre. 
“You must build up from the in- 
side.” A young actress whose wis- 
dom cannot be accounted for by her 
years said, “ You mustn’t think just 
“ because a play isn’t a naughty play 
“it is a good play.” Other saga- 
cious remarks were made, but these 
two suffice to show how the lamb 
and the lion are made to lie down 
together. 

As is usual in most modern dis- 
cussions of indecency and censor- 
ship, the thought of both parties was 
directed at only one department of 
misbehavior. The exception is argu- 
ment on the cinema. That makes 
fine distinctions in demoralizing in- 
fluences. Under what Mr. JAMES N. 
ROSENBERG has called the “com- 
paratively mild” censorship law of 
New York, the officials divided up 
the films they suppressed into four 
classes—the indecent, the inhuman, 
the immoral and those tending to 
incite to crime. In his address to 
the Bar Association of this city last 
Spring Mr. ROSENBERG pointed out 
the breadth of the commission’s 
power. It felt, for example, that 
when a movie star became involved 
in a scandal, pictures showing him or 
her even in the most uplifting story 
would “tend to corrupt morals.” 
Thus it would deny the means of 
livelihood to a person whom it stig- 
matized. The statute says nothing 
about refusing. films because an 
actor is a bad character. It does not 
even reject him if he is a bad actor. 
But the movie censorship is the 
most elastic of any, and it can 
stretch the statute to cover the pri- 
vate life as well as the public per- 
formance of its charges. 

It is curious how book and the- 
atrical censorship confines itself to 
sex. Much of it is avowedly designed 
to protect the young from the sight 
and sound of grown: people who are 
shameless. Some distinguished op- 
ponents of it will not admit the de- 
sirability of even such censorship. 
WILLIAM BUTLER YEATS, comment- 
ing on the Irish censorship bill, said 
that its object was “to hide knowl- 
“edge from the eyes of our young 

“people lest knowledge should be 
“abused.” Many must agree with 
him that “virtuous ignorance’’ is

Times, remarks: “If there is any 
‘substance in the view that the lit- 
‘‘erature of wrongdoing has a de- 
“moralizing effect upon popular 
“conduct, we should. be suffering 
“from an unprecedented wave of 
“crime (which is not the case), and 
“Mr, EDGAR WALLACE. should be 
“locked up (which would be a pity) .” 











LABOR WINS ANOTHER SEAT. 


A Lancashire seat in the House 
of Commons, of which the Conser- 
vative occupant was disqualified by 
bankruptcy proceedings, has been 
carried by the Labor candidate by 
an unnecessarily “thumping” plu- 
rality. In fifty-four contested by- 
elections the Conservatives have 
gained one seat from the Liberals, 
lost three to them and eight to the 
Laborites. Their majority is so fat 
that they can stand considerable 
disaster, but in view of the great 
addition to the electorate, divisions 
in the party, the questions of bread 
and butter involved and the normal 
amount of reaction against almost 
any Government, the Conservatives 
seem to be doing neither better nor 
worse than could be expected. Since 
the Liberal and Labor Parties refuse 
to unite on candidates before elec- 
tion, the Conservatives will be over- 
thrown only by some union of their 
opponents in the House. In spite of 
the usual protestations, that seems 
likely to be the result, when the 
time is ripe after the general 
election. 

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, rejoicing in his 
campaign fund and his long string 
of candidates, is temporarily wear- 
ing a full set of “ principles,” but 
these are never too basaltic. On the 
Labor side, statesmen who, like Mr. 
GEORGE LANSBURY, Chairman of the 
Labor Conference, shudder at any 
combination with “the decadent re- 
mains of Liberalism,” may be less 
intransigent if they discover that 
the decadence is less than the ap- 
prehension; and Mr. RAMSAY MAC- 
DONALD, who was saying last Sum- 
mer that to British opinion general- 
ly the Liberals. were “not a live 
party,” must have been speaking in 
a Pickwickian sense. Neither Welsh- 
man nor Scotchman can be insensi- 
tive to the value of compromise; and 
the prevailing tone of moderation in 
the Labor program and the utter- 
ances of the most important Labor 
leaders, coupled with the active am- 
bition of Mr. GEORGE to be doing 
something and striving for some- 
thing and making trouble, point to 
an eventual arrangement between 
the Georgian Liberals and the Labor 
people. 

If Mr. GEORGE can’t be Prime Min- 
ister again, at least he can have a 
hand in making one. His candidate 
at the Lancashire sideshow seems to 
have come in a bad third; but it is 
his policy to split the “ progressive ” 
vote. Friends of two-party Govern- 
ment may wish the Liberals to be 
swallowed up in one party or the 
other. Not till then can disinter- 
ested students of the genius of 
Lioyp GrorGe be sure whether he 
will turn up as a little Conservative 
or a little Laborite. Which way 
does his route back to Downing 
Street lie?

If the State is to be 
considered the natural political di- 
vision, then the actual voting mass 
in each State should by its vote ex- 
press its views. Legislative majori- 
ties may be, and often are, repre- 
sentative of an actual voting 
minority. 

It. is this inequality which Mr. 
LONERGAN would change. Since di- 
rect election of Senators is now the 
law, the trend of political action is 
in favor of his more popular plan 


of ratification of constitutional 
amendments. The nation’s experi- 
ence when the prohibition amend- 
ment was ratified by minorities -in 
many States, was sufficient to bring

So we read in a full-page adver- 
tisement in today’ s issue of THE 
Times, donated by a supporter of. - 
Hoover candidacy. 

Having covered the crude rubber 
market daily for many years for a 
leading business newspaper, permit 
me to state otherwise. Even persons 
with only the most general knowl- 
edge of the rubber industry know 
that Mr. Hoover did not bring about 
the abandonment of the British rub- 
ber restriction act, Known as - the 
Stevenson plan, althouga we must 
credit him with determined, efforts 
to do so. 

I assume Mr. Shaiver’ 8 ‘supporter 
refers to this restriction of the’ Brit- 
ish Government. upon rubber exports 
from the rubber-growing regions of 
Malaya and Ceylon in his advertise- 
ment; there is no ‘‘pool’’ over there, 
strictly speaking, and he possibly has 
in mind the American buyers’ pool, 
organized by rubber and motor man- 
ufacturers here to counteract the ef- 
fects of restriction. 


The decision of the Baldwin Gov- 
ernment last Spring to discontinue 
all restrictions upon the export of 
rubber as of Nov. 1, 1928, followed 
an unfavorable report of a Commit- 


York Times, April 5, 1928) which 
conducted a searching inquiry into 
the working and effects of the plan. 

Now, the foremost and paramount 
factor in the failure of Britain’s re- 
striction scheme to function, as 
every one in the industry agrees, was 
the substantially increased produc- 
tion of crude rubber in the non-re- 
striction territories, chiefly the 
Dutch East Indies. In 1922, when re- 
striction was introduced, Malaya and 
Ceylon contributed about 70 per cent. 
of the world’s supply of crude rub- 
ber. At the start of the present 
year they supplied less than half. 

The London Times in an editorial, 
April 5, 1928, furnishes concrete and 
incontrovertible data for this asser- 
tion. It. said: ‘In 1922 the Dutch 
growers supplied little more than 20 
per cent. of the world’s supplies of 
rubber. Today their share is about 
40 per cent. The restriction of Brit- 
ish imports has given a great impe-: 
tus to the planting of rubber (trees) 
in the Dutch East Indies, and it is 
not improbable that this year the 
growers there will produce more than 
in Malaya.’ 

We cannot ignore the fact that the 
wider use of reclaimed rubber in the 
United States played a part in cut- 
ting down manufacturers’ require- 
ments of the crude, but to say that 
this circumstance alone broke down 
the foreign monopoly on rubber 
would be as erroneous as it would 
be ridiculous. And - manufacturers 
were forced to a wider use of re- 
claimed rubber by the high market 
for the crude, and not by mandate 
from the Department of Commerce. 
manufacturers, 
British included, also use reclaimed 
rubber. 


If Mr. Hoover’s measure in “‘bring- 
ing the American rubber manufac- 
turers together’’ refers to the buyers’ 
pool in this country, then it would be 
well to bear in mind that the break 
in the rubber market which followed 
the announcement of restriction 
abandonment last April cost the 
manufacturers who had rubber in 
that pool many millions of dollars. 
Those holdings cost dearly, some- 
where around 40 to 41 cents a pound, 
end rubber is now worth less than 19 
cents a pound,: after having been as 
low as 17 cents, and the inventory 
write-down that followed would have 
made even the Republican Presiden- 
tial nominee shudder. The less said 
about that “‘pool’’ the better!

Wave put the party ashore on the 
island in September, 1921. It, is stated 
that “‘nothing more was heard from it un- 
til late in 1923, when a relief expedition 
found alive only Ada Biackjack, an Eskimo 
seamstress who had been taken along.”

Paris Conference Adopts Motion 
Against Nationality Being 
Changed by Marriage.

PARIS, Oct. 30.—A resolution in- 
troduced by Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, 
New York President of the Woman’s 
Party, calling for an international 
agreement that marriage _ shall 
change the nationality neither of 
the man nor the woman was adopted 
toni ‘sg at an international fe ainist 
meeting held. in the hall of the 
Sociétés des Savants. 

The resolution will be forwarded, 
with many similar resolutions to be 
passed in all parts of the world, to 
delegates ‘to next year’s Conference 
for the Codification of International 
Law to be held at The Hague. 

“The subject of woman’s national- 
ity is at present in @ completely 
chaotic condition,’’ declared Mrs. 
Belmont, ‘‘so that in the present 
situation a woman may find herself 
possessed of sevetal nationalities or 
what is worse, of none. In nearly 
all countries the laws: agree only in 
one point—that woman is discrim- 
inated against. There are, however, 
six countries which have already 
adopted the law which we are ask- 
ing— Argentina, Colombia, © Chile, 
Panama, Paraguay and Uruguay. In 
these countries sts a condition we 
would like extended to the entire 
world.’’ 

Tonight’s meeting was attended 
largely by French feminists but the 
‘women of most of the European na- 
tions were represented. 

Miss Doris Stevens, President of 
the Women’s Inter-American Com- 
mission, 
among all nations worded to read: 

‘*The contracting states agree upon 
ratification of a treaty that men and 
women shall have equal rights 
throughout the territory subject to 
their respective jurisdictions.”’ 

Other speakers were Mme. Maria 
resident of the French 
League of Women’s Rights, and Mrs.

Field—Per- 
formed Valuable Service for 
Library of Congress. 


Oscar G..T. Sonneck of 316 West 
Ninety-fourth Street, une of the fore- 
most ‘authorities on music the 
United States, Vice President of G. 
Schirmer, Inc., music publishers, and 
editor of The Musical partes, died 
early last evening in St. Vincent’s 
Hospital. He had undergone an 
operation for appendicitis a week 
ago. He was years old and is 
survived by a widow, the former 
Marie Ames, and his mother, Mrs. 
George 8. Sonneck, who is in Ger- 
many. Funeral services will be held 
at the Plaza Funeral Home, 40 West 
Fifty-eighth Street, at a time to be 
announced later. 

Mr, Sonneck was born in Jersey 
City. He received an exceptionally | 4 
thorough general and musical educa- 
tion in Germany. He spent the six 
years from 1883 to 1889 at the Kieler 
Gelehrtenschule in Kiel and the next 
four years at the Kaiser: Friedrich 
Gymnasium in Frankfort-on-Main. A 
year at Heidelberg was followed by 
four years at the University of 
Munich. He studied the history of 
music under Sandberger, composi- 
tion under M. EB. Sachs, piano under 
Kwast and instrumentation under 
Knorr. 

In 1902 Mr. Sonneck was ap- 
pointed chief of the music division 
of the Library of Congress. During 
his fifteen-year tenure of this post 
he performed services of the greatest 
value to students of music and to 
students of the origin and develop- 
ment of American patriotic songs. 
Through his encyclopedic knowlédge 
of: music and his devotion to the 
task, he was able to assemble at 
the Congressional Library one of 
the finest music collections in 
the world. His scholarly report 
on ‘'The Star-Spangled Banner,’’ 
‘“‘America,’’ ‘‘Hail, Columbia’ and 
"Yankee ‘Doodle,’ after a research 
ordered by President Roosevelt, ap- 
peared in 1909. It destroyed many 
legendary tales of the origins of 
these works, particularly those relat- 
ing to the publication of the national 
anthem. 

Mr. Sonneck was the American 
delegate to the International Music 
Congresses at Rome and London in 
i911, and to the Beethoven Cen- 
tenary at Vienna last year. He was 
Secretary of the Beethoven Associa- 
tion of New York, which published 
in February, 1927, as a contribution 
to the centenary observance of 
Beethoven’s death, a quarto volume 
‘‘Beethoven’s Letters in America,’’ 
edited by Mr. Sonneck, who pub- 
lished at the same time another 
Beethoven volume, ‘‘The Riddle of 
the Immoftal Beloved.’ 

Among cther works of Mr. Sonneck 
are ‘“‘Suum Cuique: Essays in Mu- 
sic,”* ‘‘Miscellaneous Studies in the 
History of Music,’”’ ‘‘Orchestral Mu- 
sic,’’ and ‘Beethoven: Impressions 
of Contemporaries.”” He wrote the 
music for four Songs arranged from 
poems of Edgar Allan Poe and other 
musical compositions, chiefly of the 
lieder type. He was an executive 
member of the Society for the Pub- 
lication of American Music.

Firm He Headed Constiticthd 
Many “Famous Buildings 
Throughout Country. — 


HONORED BY ROOSEVELT

Appointed Tenement House Com- 
missioner by Him-——Had.Impor- 
tant Position in War Work. 


Otto Mare Eidlitz, President of 
Mare Eidlitz & Son, constructors 
of many notable buildings in this 
country, died yesterday morning at 
Presbyterian Hospital. He had been 
fll a week of a stomach disorder. He 
was 68 years old, 


Mr. Eijidlitz was born into. the 
building industry in which he was 
to win national prominence. He was 
the son of Marc Eidlitz and Mathilde 
Sohr Hidlitz, and was born in New 
York on Sept. 18, 1860, . Both. his 
mother and father had come from 
Prague, Bohemia, to New York, the 
father in 1847 and the mother two 
years later. 

The son graduated from Public 
School 40, later studied at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York and 
gfaduated as a civil engineer from 
Cornell University in : 

Mr. Eidlitz then entered the con- 
tracting business with his father, but 
resumed his studies for a brief period 
at Cornell nine years later. The 
young man learned every phase of 
the building business under = his 
father’s direction, and, on the death 
of Mare Eidlitz in 1892, he became 
the head of the firm of Mare Wid- 
litz & Son. His brother, Robert 
James, was associated with him in 
the business. 


Monuments He Left. 


Mr. EHidlitz, through his company, 
was responsible for many of the 
best-known buildings of New York. 
These included the Manhattan, Bel- 
mont and St. Regis hotels, the New 
Theatre, later known as the Cen- 
tury; the Clearing “iouse, the Em- 
pire Building, the Washington Life 
Building, the stores of B. Altman & 
Co., Arnold Constable & Co, and 
Lord & Taylor, a dozen large banks, 
the J. P. Morgan Building, the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Building, the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Building and many hos- 
pitals and fine private residences. 
The Harkness Memorial Quadrangle 
Dormitories of Yale were also. con- 
structed by him, and his firm, in 
his father’s day, ‘pullt the Metropolli- 
tan Opera House. 

The business was incorporated at 
the time of Marc Eidlitz’s death, with 
Otto EHidlitz as President, an office 
which he retained until he died, 

Mr. Ejidlitz also was a trustee of 
the Bank for Savings and a director 


| In several large financial houses. 


Active in Public Affairs. 


Mr. Bidlitz had long been active in 
public affairs. In 1900 he was ap- 
pointed Tenement House Commission- 
er by Governor Roosevelt. In 1909 
he became a member of the Commis- 
sion for Investigating Employers’ 


Liability, Safety Appliances and the 
Cause and Effect of Unemployment 
in the State of New York. In 1912 
he was a member of the Board of 
Arbitration in the controversy be- 
tween fifty-two railroads east of Chi- 
cago and the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers. 

He was a “‘dollar a year man’ dur- 
ing the war, and several important 
commissions were entrusted to him. 
Chief of these appointments was the 
chairmanship of a committee to in- 
vestigate lack of housing for muni- 
tions workers, shipyard workers and 
other help at the-new plants making 
war materials. His work in this re- 
sulted in his being appointed Presi- 
dent of the United States Housing 
Corporation in July, 1918. This cor- 
poration planned some sixty housing 
projects, twenty-seven of which were 
carried to completion. 


Head of Engineers Society. 


Mr. HEidlitz also served on the 
Height of Buildings Commission of 
the City of New York in 1915 and 
1916 and was Chairman of the Board 


of Governors of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association in 1908-1905. 
He was President of the Mason 
Builders’ Association of New York in 

1900-1904. He also was a member of 
the American Society of Civil En- 
gineers, the American Society for 
Testing Materials and the Civic Fed- 
eration, and was actively identiifed 
with the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History and the Fine Arts 
Society.

West. 

The recommendation further ad- 
vised that whichever of the alterna- 
tives is accepted by the trainmen and 
the railroads should be retroactive 
to May 1, 1928, at which time an in- 
crease in wages for engineers and 
firemen went into effect. 

The proposals would be submitted 
to the employes, comprising conduc- 
tors; -brakemen, yardmen and flag- 
men for a choice by ballot and the 
decision would be binding upon the 
carriers. . 

The dispute has been in progress 
raore than a year. After the em- 
ployes failed to reach an agreement 
vith the carriers, they authorized 
their leaders to force a settlement 
either by a strike or other means. 

The issue was laid before the Rail- 
road Mediation Board, but its deci- 
scion was rejected. Finally, under the 
authority of the Railway Labor act, 
the President appointed the Emer- 
gency Board, consisting of James R.

LONG SENTENCE IS LIKELY 


Judge Rosalsky Expresses. Keen 


Disappointment at Finding— 
Jury Out 22 Hours. 


After arguing over the evidence for 
twenty-two hours, a jury in Judge 
Rosalsky’s part of General Sessions |’ 
returned a verdict of murder in the 
second degree yesterday afternoon 
against Everett (‘‘Texas Eddie’’) 
Rheim for the shooting of Patrolman 
Joseph A. Dursee last Aug. 25, fol- 
lowing a shoe store holdup at 638 
Third Avenue. 

The jury had stood 8 to 4 for a first- 
degree murder verdict, which would 
have brought the death penalty, from 
the time the case was placed in its 
hands at 5:30 o’clock last Monday 
evening to shortly before 3:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, when the eight 
fo capitulated and voted for the 
esser verdict. 

Judge Rosalsky made no attempt 
to conceal his wage 9 Foe a tell- 
ing the jurors that he believed their 
verdict’ should have been murder in 
the first degree. Witnesses called by 
Assistant District Attorney McDon- 
ald, he said, had clearly established 
that -Rheim shot and killed the 

patrolman ‘‘with premeditation and 
Nolibarate design’? when he and two 
confederates were fleeing from the 
holdup. 

He revealed to the jurors that an 
hour before the receipt of their ver- 
dict James D. C. Murray, who had 
been appointed by the Court to de- 
fend Rheim, had offered to enter a 
— plea for Rheim for the same 

— of murder voted by them. 

his plea, Judge Rosalsky added, 
She been rejected by District Attor- 
ney Banton. 


Court Hints at Severe Penalty. 


“Too many policemen have been 
slaughtered by bandits,’’ Judge 
Rosalsky continued with emphasis. 
“T believe there was an honest effort 
on the part of the strong-minded 
men on this jury to do their duty.”’ 
Then, after a pause, the Court con- 
tinued: ‘‘We will have to teach crim- 
inals not to commit crimes.’’ 

Judge Rosalsky then intimated 
that, at the next arraignment of 
Rheim on Nov. 9, it was his intention 
to inflict a heavy prison sentence, 
when he said: ‘If this defendant 
lives up to the time he is released 
from prison, he should be ready for 
an institution for the aged and the 
infirm.’ 

Under the Baumes law, Rheim may 
be sentenced to State prison for a 
term with a minimum of twentt 
years up to life. Attachés of the court 
took Judge Rosalsky’s remark to 
mean that the minimum sentence 
would not be less than thirty years. 

Rheim, who is 27 years old, had 
served twith the A. E. F. in France 
and had re-enlisted in the army be- 
fore he came to this city from his 
home in Butte, Mont., several years 
ago and obtained jobs as a soda 
counter attendant. Eventually he 
joined a band of lower east side 
criminals -which, the police charged, 
had perpetrated many small hold- 
ups. He admitted during his trial 
that he had participated with two 
members of this band, George Bag- 
in the 
shoe store hold-up, in which they 
obtained $16, after threatening two 
salesmen with pistols. The plot to 
rob the store, he added, was hatched 
in an East Fourteenth Street shoot- 
ing gallery. 

One of the salesmen during the 
robbery managed to slip through the 
tear door, and notified Patrolman 
Dursee, who was standing on the 
sidewalk forty feet away. Dursee, 
drawing his pistol, confronted the 
robbers as they ran out of the store. 
Rheim fired two shots at him. One 
struck the patrolman in the abdo- 
men. He fell, but got to his knee 
and fired several] shots at the fleeing 
gunmen. One of these struck Cor- 
rado, and he fell. Another inflicted 
a slight wound on the face of Mrs. 
Catherine McCabe, a passer-by. 


Accomplices Escape Murder Charge. 


Rheim and Bagileri deserted Cor- 
rado, but it was through information 
obtained by detectives from the 
| wounded robber that Rheim and 
Baglieri were arrested and promptly 
identified a few days later. Baglieri 
and Corrado had been indicted for 
first degree murder with Rheim, but 
as the latter was placed on trial it 
was found that the murder prosecu- 
/tion could not be directed against 
Baglieri and Corrado because of a 
previous Court of Anpeals decision. 

This had the effect that, even 
though Baslieri and Corrado. were 
fleeing from the first crime, the 
how-4p. they could not be held re- 
sponsible 
of the patrolman, because the rob- 
bery had been completed as a crime 
before Rheim began to shoot and 
committed another crime. 

Baglieri and Corrado during the 
Rheim. trial pleaded guilty to first- 
degree robbery on the shoe store rob- 
bery. Witnesses testified that Rheim 
stopped Corrado from shooting one 
of the salesmen in the store. They 
are to be sentenced next week.

LABOR WITHDRAWS 
SUPPORT OF COLLEGE 


Federation Places Brookwood 
at Katonah, N. Y., Under Ban 
Because of Teachings. 


Teach ‘There Principles 
Opposed by Unions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—All na- 
tional and international unions affili- 
ated with the American Federation of 
Labor were today urged to withhold 
financial support from . Brookwood 
College, at Katonah, N. Y., by Wil- 
liam G. Green, President of the Fed- 
eration, in a letter forwarded by au- 
thority of its Executive Council. The 
council issued a ban against the col- 
lege at its Atlantic City meeting in 
July and ratified that action upon re- 
consideration at a session held here 
on Oct. 10. 

President Green stated in his let- 
ter that the Executive Council had 
found that certain international 
unions which had provided scholar- 
ships at Brookwood had withdrawn 
the scholarships upon learning, 
through students they had sent there 
and other sources, that some of the 
courses of study were in ‘‘opposition 
to the principles, policies and ideals 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor.’”’ 

Some of the professors and a num- 
ber of students, he said, ‘‘were posi- 
tively hostile to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor,’’ and this informa- 
tion had been substantiated to the 
satisfaction of the Executive Council. 


Disclaiming any purpose to exer- 
cise control over the college, Presi- 
dent Green said that the Executive 
Council ‘‘did not place the college, 
its Faculty or officers on trial.’’ e 
continued: 

“It is readily conceded that an 
avowed Communist may be employed 
as a professor at Brookwood Col- 
lege and the cause of Communism 
extolled through example, teaching 
and writings if the officers of this 
institution tolerate, approve or coun- 
tenance it. 

‘‘However, the council is of the 
opinion that National and Interna- 
tional Unions affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor can- 
not consistently supply funds col- 
lected from members of our Trade 
Union movement to pay the cost of 
scholarships and to send students to 
Brookwood College where they live 
in an atmosphere antagonistic to the 
American Federation of Labor and 
are taught theories which are in con- 
tradiction to the philosophy of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

“The executive council, therefore 
decided to communicate withe all na- 
tional and international unions, State 
Federations of Labor and city cen- 
tral bodies recommending that each 
and all of them withhold scholarships 
and financial Support from Brook- 
wood College.’’ 

Reports from New York that per- 
sons who desired to speak in behalf 
of Brookwood College were denied 
a hearing by the Executive Council 
were denied by President Green.

About three 
weeks ago she gave the jewelry to 
Blumfield to sell.

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 30.—id- 
ward Maxson, State Banking Com- 
missioner, took the witness stand in 
defense of his. department and his:

Mr. Max- 
son denied that politics entered into 
the granting of bank charters and. 
that his administration was con- 
trolled by Mayor Frank Hague. 

Mr. Maxson said he had made a 
personal investigation about a year 
and a half ago of gossip in Essex 
County that charters could be had 
for influence and money. He said 
he failed to bring the department's 
detractors into court because’ of the 
refusal of informants to testify be- 
fore a Grand Jury. 

Mr. Maxson was on the stand the 
entire day. The commission obvious- 
ly made every effort to be fair with 
Mr. Maxson and he thanked the 
members for their courtesy. The 
Republicans especially wanted it un- 
derstood that their inquiry was not 
tainted with politics: 

Denies Politicians Ruled Him. 

Commissioner Maxson said he had 
never been subjected to political pres- 
sure by Democratic or Republican 
leaders. He admitted the appoint- 
ment of the Banking Commissioner 
was political, but said politics had 
not gone beyond that point. 

Indicating the commission’s desire 
to purge the inquiry of political col- 
oring, the members halted tempo- 
rarily one line of questioning under- 
taken by D. F. Burnett, its counsel. 
He had begun to ask Mr. Maxson 
about his receiverships. Before Mr 
Maxson completed his enumeration of 
the list, which averaged about one 
receivership a year from 1923, As- 
semblyman Gabrielson of Newark in- 
quired what the purpose was in delv- 
ing into Mr. Maxson’s private prac- 
tice. The commission thereupon de- 
bated at length the propriety of con- 
tinuing that line of examination. 

Mr. Burnett said Senator Emerson 
L. Richards had charged there ‘was 
a “‘collision of interest’? in Mr. Max- 
son’s receiverships and his duties as 
Banking Commissioner.

Riot Call Brings Reserves—All but 
Nine of Prisoners Freed in 
Night Court. 


Several hundred members of the 
Retail Grocery Clerks’ Union gath- 
ered last evening for a political and 
business meeting at 220 East Four- 
teenth Street.

The reserves soon arrived and, 
breasting a barrage of bottles and 
chairs, entered the building.

The Vanishing Dropkick. 


If punting is deteriorating, it can almost be said 
that the dropkick is vanishing. Practitcally all the 
dropkicks seén nowadays are made in the attempt to 
score the extra point after touchdown, with the teams 
lined up on the 3-yard:line. Placement kicks from the 
field ave tried occasionally. Lowry won the Cornell 
game for Princeton in that fashion. But when the 
goalposts were. moved back the dropkicker simply 
dropped out. 

It’s easy to find ‘the answer. The extra yardage 
tells the tale. If the ball is on the 15-yard line, it 
takes a 40-yard dropkick—and an accurate one—to 
get the ball over the bar and between the uprights. 
To the distance of the line of scrimmage from the goal 
line add the ten yards the kicker drops back, ten 
yards more for the space between the goal line and 
the goalposts and approximately five yards that the 
ball would carry after crossing the bar. 

Thus, it appears that a ‘‘l5-yard dropkick’’ is a 
fairly difficult feat.even when the ball is directly in 
front of the crossbar. At an angle, the problem be- 
comes more difficult. Under such conditions it is no 
wonder that the boys prefer to run or pass. The goal 
line is nearer than the goalposts and the value of a 
touchdown is twice that of a dropkick. 


Seen-From the Sideline. 


It’s odd to find Lloyd of the Navy fighting to earn 
a regular bérth in the Annapolis backfield this year. 
He was a star last season. Critics say he is slow in 
getting under way with the ball, which is another 
peculiar item, because Lloyd is a hurdler on the Navy 
track team.

WHOLESALE TRADE 
FELL IN SEPTEMBER 


Decline in Nine Lines From 
August Shown in Federal 
Reserve Report.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Whole 
sale distribution in the United States 
continued in about the same volume 
in September as in August, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board declared today 
in its monthly summary. 
“When allowance is made for the 
seasonal increasé which is usual in 
this month, however, wholesale sales 
in nine lines reporting to the Federal 
Reserve System show a decline of 4 
per cent. from August,’’ the board 
said. ‘‘Meat ae erg and furniture 
firms reported the largest increases 
in sales as compared with the pre- 
ceding month, while sales of boots 


and shoes showed the largest de-| 3 


cline,’’ 

In comparison with the same 
month a year ago, the volume of 
wholesale distribution in September 
was slightly smaller, Seven of these 
nine lines reported decreases in sales 
varying from less than 2 per cent. In 
the case of groceries to about 14 per 
cént. in the case of shoes; while 
meat cking and furniture firms 
showed substantial increases. 


The sales of reporting firms in six 
of the ninecfines of trade showed de- 


creases during the first nine months 
of this year as compared with the 
same period in 1927. Sales of gro- 
ceries, Meats and drugs were larger 
than t year. 

September sales of agricultural im- 
plements were smaller than those of 
August, as is usual for the season, 
and continued in larger volume than 
last year, according to the reports 
from eighty-one manufacturers com- 
piled by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Chicago. Orders for machine tools 
continued in larger volume than last 
month, aoe were more than twice 
as large as a year ago.

Rallies were feeble 
and prices worked steadily lower to

Head of City’s Leboratories Pro- 
‘daces Fluid Which Wynne 
Believes Is Effective. 


Discussing yesterday a slight in- 
crease in the number of pneumonia 
cases reported to the Department of 
Health on Oct. 29 and 30 this year, 
compared with the same date last 
year, Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, Health 
Commissioner, revealed that a new 
serum for treatment of the disease 
was being developtd by Dr. William 
H. Park, General Director of the de- 
pertment’s Bureau of Laboratories. 

r. Wynne expressed belief that the 
product would prove effective in 
checking the disease. 

“The serum,” he declared, “has 
given surprising results.’’ Commis- 
sioner Wynne added that it was anti- 
bacterial. and said that further infor- 
mation on the serum would be given 
out by the department as soon as the 

rfected fluid had been. manufac- 

ured in sufficient quantity for dis- 
‘tribution.
